of Saturday was occupied in fighting. 
The Boers maintained a stubborn rear 
guard action along a running front of 
12 miles on a very difficult ground. 


The British were advancing In three 


GOiumns. 
General Tucker to the south- 


ward occupied Petrusberg unopposed. 


General Kelly-Kenny, after following 


the river bank, moved in the direction of 
Abraham's kraal. 


At 
Drcifonteln, about eight miles 


south of Abraham's kraal, the Boera 
wera 
found 
posted In considerable 


strength on the ridges connecting sev- 
eral kopjes, where they had mounted 
guns. 
The action began at 8 in the 


morning with an artillery duel. Gen- 
eral French's cavalry and General Por- 
ter's brigade supported our guns. ' The 
Boer artillery was accurately handled, 
and ths British cavalry found a task 
harder than they had expected. 


General Broadwood. with dogged per- 


severance, moved altogether six miles 
southward, trying to find a means to 
get round, but the Boers followed be- 
hind rising ground, and even tried to 
outflank him. 
Meanwhile the Sixth 


division of infantry, 'advancing on the 
Boer left, slowly forced the enemy to 
retire. 
Had the Infantry been able 


to move faster, the Boers would have 
been enveloped. 
The last shot wpa 


fired at 7:30 u. m. Sunday morning not a 
Boer was to be seen. 
The prisoners be- 


longed to President Kruger's own com- 
mando. 


The opposition met at Drlefonteln was 


somewhat unexpected, the idea beiirg 
that, if there were any resistance, it 
would be at Petrusberg. Profiting by 
their experience, the Boera were pre- 
pared for a British flanking movement, 
but in extending their position, in order 
to avoid being1 outflanked, they prob- 
Rbly weakened their center, thus making 
It possible for the British infantry to 
carry this with a bayonet charge. 


The Morning Post's correspondent at 


Dreifontein, telegraphing Sunday, says: 
The fight throughout was much in- 
volved. 
The enemy evacuated and re- 


occupied positions, subtly concealing 
their intentions, and only withdrawing 
their guns a few minutes prior to their 
impending capture. 
Their guns out- 


ranged ours, the naVdl brigade not ar- 
riving in time. 
Our cavalry horses 


were completely tired by the repeated 
withdrawals. 
The turning movement 


was begun too late. 
The enemy at- 


tempted with heliograph to lure us to 
occupy a kopje which they held, but, de- 
tecting the deception, we returned.

A Glimpse Into tbe Gory Realities of 


War 


For real ghastliness, for a glimpse 


into the gory realities of war and the 
horrors of the battlefield, a private 
letter from a young medical officer at 
Spion Kop, printed in Daily Graphic, 
can scarcely be beaten. 


"I selected a pass" he writes, "over- 


hung by steep clay banks, on top of 
which I got up the Red Cross flag. 


"Cases now began to pour down from 


Spoin Kop on stretcheis. 


"The Boers opened fire on us and 


three 
bullets 
went 
into 
tha fire 


knocking the sticks about. 


The reason for this fire was not at 


the Red Cross Flag, but owing to some 
tommies strolling over to it, either to 


take cover there or see what we were 
doing. 


"I promptly ordered them away. 
"A few minutes after, the Boers let 


fire five shells in quick succession in 
my direction, but they fell short and 
did no harm. 


This sort of thing went on round me 


for the rest of the day, but I always 
kept well in the shelter of the bank. 


"From this time to 10 o'clock the next 


morning the wounded came through 
my dressing- station, as the pass was 
the only exit from the hill. 


"I saw every case, and some of them 


were mutilated beyond description. 


"Fully 330 wounded and dead who 


had died on the way, passed through 
my hands. 


'''The cheerfulness of the wounded 


struck me as remarkable. 


"Men with shattered wounds 
were 


smoking pipes, and although, starving, 
not a grumble did I hear. 


Many a poor chap shot in the morn- 


ing in front of the trenches, who could 
not be reached, lay in the blazing sun 
all day. 
Lord ftoberls Protests Against Gross 


Violation of Fins of Trace

gross abuse of ths white flag and of the 
signal of holding up hands In token of 
surrender, it is my doity to inform you 
that, if such abuse occurs again, I shall 
most reluctantly be- cempelled to order 
my troops to disregard Che white flag 
entirely.. Ths Instanc* occurred on a 
kopje east of Driefontein farm yesterday 
evening and was wltnpjsed by several of 
my own staff officers, as well as by my- 
self, and resulted In the wounding of 
several of my officers and men. * large 
Quantity of explosive bullets of three 
different kinds was found m Command- 
ant Cronje's laager; v.nd (this has been 
the case) after every engagement with 
your honors troops. Such breaches of 
the recognized usages of war and of the 
Geneva convention are a disgrace to any 
civilized power. A copy of this telegram 
has been sent to my government with the 
request that it may be communicated 
to all neutral powers."

Isthmus and Surroundings are 


the Greatest of our Ex- 


ternal Interests 


' New Tork, March 12.—"The Munro-? 
Doctrine and Our Xavy" is the title vi 
a paper written for the forthcoming Is 
sue of Leslie's Weekly by Captain A. T 
Mahan, who says: 


"The settlement and growth of our 


Pacific coast, the increasing commercial 
consequence of ;lie Pacific ocean and 
the questions arising about China, its 
future government and its trade, make 
it necessary to connect our Atlantic and 
gulf seaboard with the Pacific 
by a 


canal across 
the Central American 


Isthmus, establishing thereby consecu- 
tive water communication between the 
two, as well as shortening the access 
from our eas-.ern shores to Asia. The 
Isthmus and its immediate surroundings 
thus become th-e greatest of our external 
Interests. Scarcely secondary to them 
Is the Caribbean sea, because all sea 
roads to the Isthmus run through it, and 
Jt contains many strong positions, the 
acquisition of which by a formidable 
Kuropean state would in war endanger 
our shipping—mercantile and naval alike 
—passing between 0-3 Atlantic ports 
•nd the Pacific by tha canal. 


"TVe must remember that other na- 


tions, and especially European—because 
the most active—are interested likewise- 
in using that canal, and, for the support 
Of their interests, in gaining positions 
To their doing so we oppose the Monio; 
doctrine. Therefore, if we 
intend to 


make good the affirmations of the latto: 
•we must be prepared to resist, forcibly 
Jf nesd be, any attempt to obtain ad- 
jacent territory or ports which may set vc 
as stations for a navy hostile to our- 
selves. It is natural that European na- 
tions should wish such positions that 
Germany, for instance, as has been lately 
rumored, should wish the Danish isl- 
ands—St. Thomas, etc. Her right to buy 
them is as good as ours; the Monroe 
doctrine depends not upon legal right, 
but upon the moral right of our indis- 
pensable Interests, and derives its chiel 
support from the fact that it is not worth 
•Rhile to incur our enmity, pushed per- 
haps to the extent of war. 


"Now the one preparation for war, in 


It maritime region like the Caribbean, is 
a navy large enough to be effective. 
Ports are quite secondary. They are 
necessary to a navy which needs a local 
"ba.se ot operations; but they arc useless 
without it, especially in the Caribbean, 
because conditions there are so back- 
ward as to give no local resources. Posi- 
tions held there not only must be forti- 
fied, but everything to support shipping 
must be imported, and a steady stream 
of supply maintained. This can only be 
cone by the navy keeping the sea open, 
which at the same time secured our other 
merchant shipping. 


"To do thsse things which is called 


controlling the sea the navy should, 
strictly, be superior to any which can be- 
brought against it; but this extreme con- 
clusion is qualified by other circum- 
stances suet as' our nearness to the 
Caribbean sea, our national power 
through our frreat resources, the dangers 
to which our possible opponents may be 
exposs'd in other quarters and from other 
enemies. We cannot in the near future 
expect to have a navy nearly as large 
as that which Great Britain must keep, 
but it is easily within our means to rival 
that of France or of Germany, the only 
European states other than Great Bri- 
tain whose general interests might lead 
them actively to dispute the mainten- 
ance of the Monroe doctrine. 


"Reflection upon this condition will 


Indicate the size necessary to our own 
war fleet, and also the wisdom of culti- 
vating those cordial relations to which 
Great Britain has invited us, which our 
interests and our institutions advise, and 
the existence of which will put it out of 
the por.'er or wish of any other state to 
quarrel with us about the Monroe doc- 
trine. It is to the interest of Great Bri- 
tain that we should take naval charge 
of the naval isthmus, provided she can 
feel sure that \v& v-ill do it effectively; 
that our preparations and our deeds will 
answer to the words of Washington and 
Monroe.''

ESCAPED IN DISGUISE 


Suspects in Goebel Assassination 


Captured by Squad of Lex- 


ington Police 


Frankfort, Ky.. March 
12.—Almost 


without warning "the storm centre ot 
excitement In the present gubernatorial 
struggle shifted to Lexlng-ton Sunday 
night. 
The 8:40 Chespeake and Ohio 


train from Frankfort brought with it in 
one car to themselves Secretary 
of 


State Caleb B. rvwers, Captain Davis 
of the capitol police and 
Lieutenant 


Peake of Covington. 


Powers and Davis are charged with 


being accessories to the murder of Will- 
lam Qoe.be!. Intelligence had preceded 
them that they were on their way to 
Lexington and were trying to escape. 
When the train pulled into the depot the 
entire police force of this city, under 
Chief Ross and Sheriff Bosworth, with 
a large force of deputies, boarded the 
train. On entering (he coach the officers 
found it contained about 25 soldiers, with 
Powers and Davis, the soldiers being 
under command, apparently, of Lieu- 
tenant Peake. Lieutenant Peake com- 
manded the soldiers to clear the car. In 
an instant 20 revolvers were drawn by 
the officers and they were all levelled 
at Peake, who tried ta draw his own re- 
volver, but a policeman smashed him 
across the hand with his club and pre- 
vented what would have undoubtedly 
resulted in a tragedy. 


A local attorney recognized Powers 


and also pointed out Davis. They were 
seized and hurried to Jail. As the pro- 
cession awept toward the jail some peo- 
ple started the report that there was to 
be a lynching and soon the streets were 
packed with people, an enormous crowd 
gathering about the jail. Davis, Powers 
and Peake were hurried to the upper 
cells, but Peake was later released on 
bond on a common warrant on the charge 
of resisting arrest. 


Davi« and Powers were both disguised. 


Both \, ore the regular soldier uniforms 
complete. Davis had shaved 
off his 


mustache and goate«. He had $125 in 
money on his person and a revolver. 
There was found on Powers $1300. In 
the inside pocket of each man was found 
a pardon from Governor Taylor, duly 
signed and sealed. 


ThFadoptlng of disguise by Davis and 


Powers in order to get out of Frankfort 
puts an ugly phase on the matters for 
the prisoners in the opinion of some of 
their friends here, although they explain 
that they did so merely to get away from 
the local Goebel influences, which, they 
allege, would work to their detriment in 
securing a fair trial. Both tacitly ad- 
mit now that in this they may have made 
mistakes, as both strongly urge thejr 
innocence of any connection with the 
murder of Goebel and insist that they 
have no fear whatever as to the out- 
come.

More and 


more doctoib incline to a milk diet in 
iic-arly evc-ry kind of a fever. This is the 
case in scarlet Itvcr, where the milk is 
often varied by koumiss. Sometimes 
cream soups and light gruels of farina, 
arrowroot D.nd the like are given. Occa- 
Bionaly a small amount of ice cream, un- 
navored <jr with a little vanilla or lemon, 
may be permitted, but everything ex- 
cept milk is usually ruled out, If the 
child has the tendency to nephritis that 
is distressingly prone to follow scarlet 
fever. 
Even when the child is pro- 


nounced convalescent, his diet must be 
amplified with extreme care, and it is a 
long time before it may be extended be- 
yond simple cereals, oream toast, meat 
jellies and bouillons, stewed fruits and 
bianc mange. 


KOUMISS. 


Boll three cups of fresh milk, and when 


it is nearly cold put it into a quart bot- 
tle. Add to it half an ounce (about half 
a tablespoonful) of granulated white 
sugar and a bit of a fresh yeast 
cake about as large as a small hazel nut. 
Put in a strong new cork and tie this 
down. 
Some persons prefer to divide 


the koumiss and put it Into the beer bot- 
tles with patent fastenings. Keep the 
bottles on the side in a cool place for 
six days, shaking each bottle twice daily. 
At the end of this time it should be ready 
for use. Great care must be observed in 
opening the bottle, or the contents will 
fly all over the room. Prepared koumiss 
may be procured at a druggist's, but it 
is always cheaper and sometimes more 
convenient to make it at home. 


Very much the same diet as that 


recommended for convalescents from 
scarlet fever may be given to children 
suffering from whooping cough. The 
disposition to vomit which often ac- 
companies this disease renders it de- 
sirable to give food that is easily assim- 
ilated. Besides milk and cream toasts, 
junkets and cereals, with plenty of 
cream, custards and eggs, peptonized 
milk and koumiss, a little meat extract 
may be added to the gruels and malted 
preparations may often be used with 
advantage. The food should be admin- 
istered often and in small quantities, 
and In cases of extreme weakness it is 
sometimes wise to give eggnog or a milk 
punch. 


TEMPERANCE EGGNOG. 


Proceed as in the foregoing recipe, but 


for the wine or spirits substitute a few 
drops of manila flavoring or of some sim- 
ple fruit syrup. The mixture thus made 
will lack the stimulating powers of the 
regnlar e^snog, but it will be very nutri- 
tious, and will probably appeal more 
strongly to a child's palate than the drink 
containing liquor. 


Frequent t'eediftgs are essential In 


diphtheria, where the strength of the 
child must be kept up, and here, as in 
mumps,tonsilitis or quinsy,the food must 
be so soft as to be swallowed with as lit- 
tle distress' as possible to the inflamed 
throat. The diet is of especial import- 
ance in diphtheria and should be under 
the physician's immediate supervision. 
It must be extremely nutritious, and as 
it must usually be given in fluid form, 
the mother's ingenuity is taxed to make 
the succession of gruels, broths and 
milk preparations attra»tive to the child, 
who by the very nature of the disease is 
likely to manifest a distaste for all food. 


In. diphtheria stimulants must often be 


re&orted to, but they are seldom neces- 
sary in mild cases of scarlet fever or 
measles. In both of these troubles, as 
well as in feverish colds, lemonade, not 
over sweetened, may be drunk freely. 


None of these complaints are the drals 


upon the mother's heart and strength 
that is made by a long wasting illness or 
chronic weakness. Then, indeed, must 
she use all her thoughts to devise tempt- 
ing dishes, all her skill to render them 
attractive. 
Mere convalescence sinks 


into insignificance compared with the 
toil of nourishing, month after month, a 
child afflicted with tuberculosis, chronic 
gastritis, or impared vitality.

OKANGfi MARMALADE. 


Twelve pounds sour or;in°"F, twelve 


pounds crushed sugar; \\a^ii U.L oianges 
and pare them as you would apples; put 
the peel in a porcelain lined kettle with 
tv.ice its bulk or more of cold water; 
keep it covered and boll until per- 
ftL'tly tender, adding more water If it 
boils away (the peel generally requires 
several hours' boiling); cut the oranges 
in fn o crosswise and squeeze out the 
;"'iice and the soft pulp and pour it over 
the sugar; keep the white skins and 
hard pulp and boil for half an hour, and 
pour the juice also on to the oranges. 
Pound the skins in a mortar and put it 
with the juice and sugar in a porcelain 
kettle and boil for about one hour, try- 
ing it as it thickens; when of the proper 
thickness put in tumblers and cover 
with paper.

SCRAPPLE. 


Scrape and clean well a pig's head, put 


on to boil in plenty of water, and cook 
four or five hours until the bones will 
Blip easily, from the meat; take up, re- 
move the bones and chop the meat fine, 
skim off the grease from the liquor In 
the pot and return the meat to it, season 
highly with salt and pepper and pow- 
fiered sage, if liked, and add cornmeal 
till of the consistency of soft mush; cook 
slowly one hour or more, pour into pans 
and set in a cold place. This is nice sliced 
and fried for breakfast, or will answer 
in place of meat on many occasions. 


COTTAGE CHEESEk 


Set a gallon or more of clabbered milk 


back on the stove or In the oven after 
cooking a meal and when not too hot, 
leaving the door open; cut the curd Into 
squares, stirring gently occasionally 
until as warm as the finger will beat 
and the whey shows all around the curd; 
pour all into a coarse bag and hang to 
drain in a cool place over night. When 
well draiucd turn from the bag, season 
with salt and pepper, and stir in a pint of 
rich cream. The cheese may be worked 
Into balls or put away in glass jar*. 


ESCALOPED TURKEY. 


Moisten bread crumbs with milk, but- 


ter a pan and put In a layer of crumbsy 
then a layer of chopped (but not very 
fine) cold turkey, seasoned with salt and 
pepper, then another layer of crumbs, 
and so on until the pan is full. If you 
have any cold dressing or gravy left add 
that also. Make a thickening of one or 
two eggs, half a cup of milk, one-quarter 
of a cup of butter and bread crumbs; 
season well and spread over the top; 
cover with a pan, bake half an hour, thtn 
remove the pan, let brown. 


CORNMEAL WAFFLE*. 


To the beaten yolks of three eggs add 


one quart of sour milk or buttermilk, 
cornmeal to make a, batter a little thick- 
er than for pancakes, one teaspoonful of 
salt, one of soda dissolved in a little 
warm water, then the beaten whites of 
the three eggs. To make a dressing for 
the waffles put on the stove a half cupful 
of cream, a tablespoonful of butter and 
two of sugar; when hot put two table- 
spoonfuls on each waffle as you serve 
them. 


SPICED VINEGAR, 


Spiced vinegar so often used for pickles 


and sauces may be easily prepared as 
follows: Put three pounds of sugar in 
a small mouthed jar; mix two ounces 
each of mace, cloves, pepper, allspice, 
tuxmeree, celery seed and white ginger 
In small bits, and ground mustard, and 
put in several small bags; lay the spice 
bags In the jar with the sugar and Oil 
with strong vinegar. It will require to 
stand several days before ready for use. 


WASHINGTON OMELEfT. 


Let one teacupful^of milk come to & 


boil and pour It. over a teacupful of bread 
crumbs, and let it stand a few minutes. 
Break six eggs into a bowl; stir (not 
beat) till well mixed; then add the milh 
and bread; mix well, season with salt 
and pepper and pour into a hot pan in 
which a large tablespoonful of butter 
has been melted; fry s-lowly, cut into 
squares', brown on both sides and serve. 


SIMPLE EGG SAUCE. 


Boil four eggs ten minutes. Dip them 


into cold water to prevent their looking 
blue. Peel off the shell, chop the yolks 
of all and the whites of two and stir 
them into melted butter. This sauce so 
easily made may be served with boiled 
poultry or fish.

The Kentucky governorship 
affair 


is becoming acute again. Judge Fields 
has given comfort to the democrats by 
deciding' that he has no jurisdiction in 
the contest now waging- for the highest 
office In the state, that under the con- 
stitution, the legislature has the full 
and final authority. The Taylor men, 
or the republicans, will carry the mat- 
ter to the court of appeals and, failing 
there, will attempt to get it before the 
United States courts. 


Taylor is calling to his side to main- 


tain Mm in office the state powers 
that recognize him as the legal gov- 
ernor, and the democrats, or Goebelites, 
are working in a direction that prom- 
ises startling developments. It is their 
belief that they can fix the responsi- 
bility for the 
assassination of Mr. 


Goebel on republicans of prominence. 
They entertain no less a suspicion than 
that there was a gigantic conspiracy in 
republican official circles to "remove" 
Senator Goebel to nrevent him from 
becoming governor. 
Already Caleb 


Powers, republican secretary of state, 
and John Davis, policeman of the state 
capitol, are under arrest charged with 
being- accessories to tne 
killing- of 


Gopbel. "When the men were arrested 
at Lexington they were on their way 
to the mountain, to hide. A s<iuad of 
soldiers were protecting- chem and they 
were in uniform as a kind of disguise. 
On. their escape from Frankfort a re- 
ward of 11500 was offered for their cap- 
ture, and, whether spurred by the re- 
ward or not, the police of Lexingston 
faced the soldiers with cccked revolv- 
ers and took their men. Powers was 
badly clubbed on the head and a no- 
liceman had his hand smashed in the 
making- of the arrest. 


The flight of Powers, and Davis is 


suspicious, but the men defend them- 
selves by declaring they know there is 
a vengeance fund big- enough, to hang 
the most innocent of men. It may 
require federal authority to 
restore 


peace in Kentucky. 


NEW YORK'S MORAL WAR. 


If Miss Olga Nethersole has a. moral 


purpose equal to what she wanted the 
public to believe she had when sha 
talked in defense of "Sapho," she must 
now be highly gratified at the turn af- 
fairs have taken in New York city. 
And It is quite likely that the Tam- 
many officials who were so censorious 
of Miss Nethersole and her play, just 
as a sop to the decent public, are now 
very sorry that they ever were guilty 
of the burst of morals which resulted 
in closing "Wallack's theater. No sooner 
were the theater doors closed and Miss 
Nethersole- and her associates under- 
bonds to be tried on a charge of of- 
fending public decency than a reac- 
tionary wave swept over Greater New 
York, in which the people came to fully 
realize the colossal farce it was to have 
official offense taken at Sapho while 
the city's dens of vice and gambling 
were permitted to remain "wide open" 
under official protection. 
The New York Herald seized the psy- 
chological moment" produced by the 
Sapho fiasco and brought its' power to 
bear upon public sentiment and Tam- 
many officials alike in the interest of a 
cleaner community. The Herald is a 
thoroughly reliable 
and 
responsible 


journal and New York and its officials 
quickly appreciated the difference be- 
tween the Herald assaults and the as- 
saults of the 
"yellow," and conse- 


quently far less influential newspapers. 
Only a few days hammering and cour- 
ageous exposure of official connivance 
with vice and crime were necessary to 
•nake a profound effect, and Saturday 
New York was treated to something 
like a revolution in criminal and offi- 
cial circiea, due entirely to the power 
of the reputable press. Seven out of 
ten of the 275 pool rooms in the city 
were closed, practically wiping- out 
gambling on horse races; proprietors 
0£ notorious 
Immoral 
resorts 
and 


gambling: dens ware placed under 
heavy bonds for trial, and the district 
attorney's office was aroused to the 
seriousness of the situation. 


District Attorney 
Gardiner, 
over 


whom personally there is an Indictment 
for neglect of duty, was decided to 
strike at the very foundations of the 
existence of vice and crime in the city. 
He determined to take advantage of 
the statutes making property owners 
liable for their property being put to 
illegal uses, and issued an order to be 
sent to owners of all suspected places 
advising them to clean house or take 
the consequence. And Mr. Gardiner 
declares that he will prosecute to the 
end no matter on whom judgment may 
fall. 


It is an open secret, however, that it 


was the political fear 
of Tammany 


which was the immediate cause of the 
official awakening. John F. 
Carroll, 


who is lord of the hall when Richard 
Crocker is absent, put his foot down 
Saturday and threw himself on the side 
of public purity as a political expe- 
diency. The aroused public sentiment 
of the present moment he saw to be 
much more dangerous to Tammany's 
political supremacy 
than a dozen 


Mazet investigations and he acted ac- 
cordingly. Can-oil's stand, of course, 
came as a consequence of the news- 
paper campaign, in which almost all of 
New York's journals have followed the 
lead of the Herald. 
In addition Dr. 


Parkhurst's society for the prevention 
of crime took a hand as well as the 
ever-present Anthony Comstock. The 
police commissioners were prodded in- 
to action besides. The grand jury be- 
gan asserting itself 
and. Governor 


Roosevelt promised all the assistance 
his power can properly afford. 
So it 


was little wonder that the order went 
out to close the pool rooms as a, starter 


The resorts "Tivoli," "Haymarket" 


and "McGirk's," with the pool rooms, 
come in for the first blows.

Mahoney is the greater pool man, but 
Farell is closer to the powers. It is not 
difficult to understand how Farrell has 
a "pull" with the police. In his 125th 
street pool room he employs a brother 
of Devery's ward man and brothers of 
Roundsman Grady and Kiernan, all 
close friends of Devery and 
on his 


staff. And Farrell is owner of the 
house in which Chief Devery lives, at 
what rent it is not known.

parties and promises of action against 
them •all have been made. There are 
hot times ahead.

In reading the item in Friday's 


Transcript under the heading of "The 
Possibilities of Depravity" I could not 
help seeing in my mind the surround- 
ings of the place where the double 
murder was committed in Stephen- 
town some time since. 


I know the locality well, and the 


people as well living in that locality. 
The house where the murder was com- 
mitted, was, in time past the home of 
one of the veterans of the civil war. I 
knew him to be a good, law-abiding 
citizen, a kind father, a loyal husband 
as well as a true Christian gentleman. 
This man that I refer to lived right in 
this very house and in this house a 
son was bixrn and this son is a'Kra 
uate of "Williams college and is now 
the third man on the board of edu- 
cation of the state of New York and 
is now in Paris on educational busi- 
ness for his state.

Adams think, for one moment that the 
"hills" of Stephentown are covered 
with a lot of thriftless and lawless peo- 
ple. I know many people in Stechen- 
town and will say that with the ex- 
ception of the occurvants of the house 
where the crime was committed that 
the neighborhood is peopled with good 
law abiding citizens. There may be 
places as described in the 
above 


named article in some parts of the 
town out in the vicinity of the scene or 
the crime the description 
is untrue. 


The house where the crime was com- 
mitted is not what it was, that I am 
willing to admit, but it is certainly 
unjust to the people of the town to 
have the idea conveyed that this house 
in its present state is a fair represen- 
tation of the neighborhood for it is 
not. 


I know the farmers of this locality 


to be church going people and as to 
their being ignorant of the days of the 
week and having an, utter disregard 
for the Sabbath, that is also untrue.

United States to Experiment In Ha- 


waii WitU 100,000 Trees. 


"There is no reason in the world why 


we cannot raise rubber in Hawaii," 
said Secretary of Agriculture Wilson 
the other day to the New York Sun's 
Washington correspondent. "The cli- 
mate is ideal in most parts of the is- 
lands, and as there are all kinds of 
soils it looks as though1 all that were 
needed to put the growing of rubber 
trees upon a paying basis is the trees 
themselves and the proper care devot- 
ed to their cultivation. As soon as pos- 
sible agents for the agricultural de- 
partment will gather together at least 
100,000 rubber trees for the big experi- 
ment. 


"The trees will be secured mostly 


from Brazil, but some may come from 
Mexico and Central America. 
Then, 


as soon as congress Rives us the mon- 
ey, we will go ahead in n. scientific, 
systematic manner with the work. The 
United States imports every year $30,- 
000,000 worth of rubber. Why can't we 
save that money and, in addition, de- 
rive a goodly revenue from the sale of 
our rubber to other countries?"

Uitlanders Object to the Govern- 


1 
meat, Not Individuals. 


JflNING EHGISEER'S STATEMENT. 


IT. H. D«vl«, From Johannesburg, 


Declare* Public Corruption lit a 
Source of Trouble—Personal Char- 
acter-titles of Transvaalera Praised. 


I Boers Know How 
to Treat 
the 


Blacks. 
F. H. Davis, a mining engineer from 


Johannesburg, South Africa, one of the 
Jameson raid conspirators, and, like 
John Hays Hammond, an American 
born, gave some new views on the 
Boer characteristics the other day la 
an interview with a New York Even- 
ing Post reporter at the Waldorf-As- 
toria, where Mr. Davis is staying. 


"With the individual Boer we uit- 


landers'have no fault to find," said he. 
"It is the Boer government to which 


twe object. The government has been 
corrupted by contact with foreigners- 
Hollanders, Germans and others—and 
is not honest. 


"The individual Boer Is a fine man; 


he is just such a man as you would 
find up in the woods of Maine or in the 
western states. I've shot all over the 
Transvaal, and I never went to a Boer 
'house without finding that I was wel- 
jcome to the best they had. They are a 
igood people. Their kind treatment of 
!the British wounded is not diplomacy; 
it is the simple, natural generosity of 
the people. The idea that they are all 
rough and ignorant is a very great mis- 
take. 
I have many valued friends 


among them, men of high culture and 
extensive scientific acquirements, grad- 
uates of the best universities of Eu- 
'rope. 
: "That goes to explain their alertness, 
jtneir strategy, the wise preparation 
jthey made for this present struggle 
and the fact that they are manufactur- 
ing their own ammunition on a large 
scale. The Boers have been preparing 
for this war ever since the Jameson 
raid. 


"I do not think the Boer is any bet- 


ter soldier than the Briton on equal 


, terms, but with the Briton attacking 
ihim in his own country he can give 
large odds. 
Then, again, the Boers 


are superior in artillery. The reason 
is that they have tried everything with- 
,out prejudice, while the British and 
we have been tied to old models. The 
result is that the Boers' 2.95 Creusot 
gun is 1,000 yards better than the 
Armstrongs used by ourselves and the 
British. 


"The grievances of the uitlanders, 


(which are the root of the trouble, are 
itoo many to detail, but they chiefly 
arise from the government monopo- 
lies. One of them, the sale of liquor 
,to blacks, affects the mining Interests 
deeply, as 25 per cent of our workiag 
•force is incapacitated each week oa 
'account of excessive drinking. Sale of 
liquor to the blacks is against the 
Transvaal law, and we pay for enforc- 
ing that law, but the magistrates and 
police will not enforce it, and we be- 
lieve that the reason they won't en- 
'force it is that they are bought up. 
,The Boers' treatment of the black man 
Is not one of the uitlaaders' griev- 
ances. The Dutchman is the only one 
who knows how to treat the black. 
The Englishman and American make a 
mistake by treating him as an equal 
and so can never manage him properly. 
The Boers are not cruel to the blacks. 
That book 'Under the Sjambok' is all 
wrong. 
Tfie rhinoceros hide whip is 


only used in prisons and is there used 
<very properly, because the black sen- 
tenced to 25 days in jail would do as 
little work as he could and think him- 
self in clover with his three good 
meals a day. The whip removes the 
attractiveness which the place holds 
for him. 


"The pass system, the surveillance, 


the numerous repressions, too many to 
tell about at length, go to swell the list 
of uitlanders' griefs, discontent over 
which caused the Jameson raid. Jame- 
son was encouraged from Johannes- 
burg. We were all in it; no use denying 
it. If we had got 1,200 armed men in 
Johannesburg, we could have taken 
the country, but there was no way for 
us to get the arms in except by such a 
rush as Jameson made, and when he 
was ready to move the Boers had been 
warned, and it was too late. Johan- 
nesburg had ordered Jameson to get 
ready for the advance; then he was or- 
dered not to move. I know that a mes- 
senger afoot and one on horseback 
were sent to turn him back because 
we were not ready. 


"The disaster of Jameson's raid was 


all the fault of Jameson. 
He rushed 


forward in spite of our warning, and 
he got himself and all of us In a mess. 
The conspiracy was cleared up and 
brought home to us in Johannesburg, 
and I suppose that in any other coun- 
try there would have been a lot of 
shooting and hanging, and for good 
cause too. But the Boers treated us 
very mildly. They kept us disarmed, 
though, so that their minority had been 
able to hold our majority down with 
ease. In spite of the fact that I have 
a strong 'pull' and powerful frieuds 
among the officials I wa^ not able tc 
own a rifle till within the last year, 
and then only as a special and great 
favor. 
I was always allowed a shot- 


gun, as that is not considered a very 
dangerous weapon by the Transvnal- 
ers, and all the time thnt they were 
watching us uitlanders so jealously to 
see that we did not procure arms the 
Boers themselves were arming to the 
teeth." 


The foyer du public was adorned 


with a statue of Voltaire, by Houdqn, 
with a chimney piece, with a relief 
representing comedians crowning the 
ilgure of Moliere, by Lequesue; with 
busts aud scenes from the writings 
of celebrated French dramatists, and 
with a uew ceiling painting by Du- 
bufe the younger of "Truth Enlight- 
ening the World." At the end of the 
corridor leading out of the foyer was 
a statue of George Sand, by Clesinger. 


The celling of the interior represent- 


ed France distributing laurels to her 
three great dramatists—Moliere, Cor- 
uoille and Kacine. 


The history of the company, which 


was identified with the house, runs 
back to 16SO. when Louis XIV Issued 
an order that the Moliere company aud 
that of the Hotel Bourgogne should bu 
united into one with certain privileges 
which would "enable them to gradually 
perfect themselves." These privileges 
included the right to perform tragedies 
and comedies and an annual subveii 
tion of 12,000 frnnes. 
Thus by the 


union of the Moliere repertory with 
that of Corneille and Racine was the 
classical French stage created. 
The 


actors called themselves comediens or- 
dinaires du roi. 


In 1689 the amalgamated company 


built a theater in the Fosses St. Ger- 
main and 'from that time on adopted 
the name of Theatre de la Comedle 
Fraiicaise. 


In 1770 the performances were trans- 


ferred to the Tuileries and in 1782 to a 
new auditorium in the place now occu- 
pied by the Odeon. In 1803 the com- 
pany at last found a secure refuge by 
returning to the auditorium in the 
Palais Royal which Moliere had al- 
ready used. Here it has remained ever 
since, the subvention beins raised to 
100,000 francs. 
Kapoleon increased 


this to 240,000 francs in 1812, when by 
a decree issued at Moscow he gave the 
society its modern constitution, in ac- 
cordance with which it is presided over 
by an official appointed by the govern- 
ment and a committee of six who reg- 
ulate the finances and accept or reject 
plays. Among the famous artists of ; 
the older school were Rachel, Felix and 
Talma.

Dr. Pfeiffer reported this afternoon 


that he had lost only one pound in 
weight in the last two days. From 
Saturday afternoon, when his weight 
was 178 pounds, till Sunday afternoon, 
he did not lose any, and when weighed 
this afternoon ,he tipped the scales at 
177 pounds. This great reduction in 
the amount of loss he attributes to 
the drinking of water, which he be- 
gan as reported Saturday afternoon. 
Up to Sunday afternoon 
he 
drank 


about a quart and from then till this 
afternoon he drank about a pint and 
a half. 


He still feels as vigorous as ever, and 


is greatly pleased that his weight is 
keeping up. 


Since beginning to use water he has 


felt much more thirst than he did be- 
fore, and this thirst he satisfies with 
small amounts taken frequently. 


When examined yesterday afternoon 


his pulse was SG, his temperature 98 
2-5, and his respiration 21. 


This afternoon being1 the end of the 


first week, Dr. Pfeiffer was measured 
and photographed again. 


The measurements show a loss of 


about an inch and a half each durinc 
the week.

Friday afternoon and evening in Co- 
lumbia theater.

doctors to take his case in charge, b*ut 
was told that they would not do it.

"What does this mean," said the col- 
onel. 
"I only ordered 
one drink." 


"Well," said the boy, "I didn't suppose 
that a man of your standing would 
want to drink alone." The colonel saw 
the point and laughed heartily at the 
wit of the lad that gave him a re- 
freshing nipper and a bit of fun which 
he enjoyed much. more. 


There were hundreds of stories of

Fred Hodecker of Adams 


Hurt This Afternoon 


At Crossing 


HORSE THROWN INTO RACEWAY 


And Drowned Before It 
Could Be 


Drawn Out. 
Driver Saw Train 


But Couldn't Stop Horse. Coal 


Wagon Turned Around 


The passenger train on the Boston 


and Albany due here from Plttsfleld at 
?.33 this afternoon, struck a coal team 
at Adams driven by Fred Hodecker. 
The latter was hurt somewhat but not 
seriously it Is believed, and the horse 
was drowned in the Renfrew company's 
raceway as a result of the accident 


The coal wago, which was owned by 


O. A. Upton, was being driven by Mr. 
Hodecker, with a single horse. 


Mr. Hodecker was driving a single 


coal team owned by O. A. Union. As he 
approached the crossing from Columbia 
to Albert street in Renfrew, he heard 
the train coming, but was unable to 
stop the horse, which carried him onto 
the track just in front of the engine. 


The wa.p-on was struck squarely, and 


turned completely around, three wheels 
being broken, but hardly a pound of 
coal being spilled. 


Mr. Hodecker was knocked to a dis- 


tance of only a few yards, while the 
horse was thrown to the edge of the 
raceway, into which it fell. Fred Fields 
was the frst one to reach the place, 
and he endeavored to save the horse, 
but was unable to hold the animal 
alone, and It was drowned. 


Mr. Hod'-cker, although considerably 


shaken up, was able to walk all "right, 
but it is feared that some of the bones 
in his light wrist might be broken, as 
hr- felt 'jonsiderable pain in it. 


The engine, in charge of Engineer 


Brewer, was brought to a stop as 
quickly as possible, and drew back to 
the scene of the accident to learn the 
extent of the damage. The stei>s from 
the engine and every car IP the train 
on tMe west side were\broken off by the 
wag-on. 
The engine was uninjured. 


The train reached this city several 
minutes late as a result of the accident.

CAVALRY IN PHILIPPINES 


How Mounted Men Dispose of 


Batches of the Insurgents. 


BIPEOT OP A OHAEGE OH PILIPIHOS 


Biff America? Cavalry H«r»e» Ar« 


the Dragon* of tu« Little Brown 
Men'* Dream* — Story of * Ilot 
Flffht Affalnat Great Odd*—General 
Young's Work. 
I led the ruddy faced General Young 


to speak with a soldier's brevity of the 
most striking campaign in our military 
annals 
since 
the 
march 
through 


Georgia, writes the Philippine corre- 
spondent of Collier's Weekly. 


"We kept after them," he said, "that 


was all. Whether It was through pass- 
es or over marshes we traveled as fast 
as the enemy. I concluded from the 
first that what we needed was mobility 
and not numbers. 
We hit whatever 


force was before us as often as wo 
could, on the flank or In the rear if 
possible. That soon demolished Agul- 
naldo's little army for any organized 
action. We kept after Its remnants un- 
til we had them In the mountains or 
captured. Once, If we had only known 
how near we were to Aguinaldo, we 
could have got him. 
General Tino, 


with a small band, still eludes me. But 
Colonels Howse and Hare are keeping 
on his trail, and we are blocking the 
passes vhere we can to keep him from 
getting south. I have General Tino's 
sword, a fine Toledo blade; also his 
map and map holder. I use both the 
map and the holder." 


At mess the general and his staff 


go over half a hundred little fights, 
comparing notes and laughing over 
their experiences. 


"That cavalry charge beat anything 


we had," said Lieutenant Colonel Par- 
ker. "It was the only charge we ever 
made In Luzon. Likely It will be the 
last." 


The colonel saw a line of natives 


passing along a road across the open, 
and with a whoop he led a troop on to 
them. The moral effect was tremen- 
dous; the slaughter slight. 
Our big 


horses are the dragon of the little Fili- 
pino's dream. At the sight of the gal- 
loping, yelling cavalrymen the band 
did not wait to fire a shot They dis- 
appeared in all directions in the brush, 
Where a horse cannot go. 


"Oh, If they had only stood up to It," 


sighed 
the 
angry 
troopers, 
"we 


wouldn't have thought a soldier's life 
quite so hard!" 


The general insisted that Colonel 


Parker should show me the ground 
where he made another real fight—in 
fact, the hottest little fight against the 
greatest odds in the campaign. Lying 
under the cover of a rib of masonry 
a foot or more In height, with occa- 
sional pillars, which runs around the 
plaza, separating the street from the 
buildings, he had 16 men of the Texas 
rangers, who faced a fire from a stoat? 
building in front 30 yards distant and 
a crossfire from another building 75 
yards distant of over 200 rifles. These 
Insurgents had come in In the night 
after he had occupied the town with a 
handful of men. 
As he crossed the 


plaza he had little Idea of the enemy's 
number. With five men following him 
he tried to charge in at the door of 
the building In front. Three of them 
were killed, falling in a heap. 
The 


others got under the cover of the wall 
In front of the building, with a score 
of insurgents on the other side who 
could not get at him, because if one 
showed his head one of the remaining 
Texans sent a bullet thrdbgh It. The 
colonel fell back to the remnant of his 
command without being hit, though 
why in heaven's name he wasn't no 
man can tell. 


"You 
needn't worry. We kin keep 


the Gugus from coming out all right, 
colonel," said one of the rangers as 
Parker started off for the re-enforce- 
ments which finished the business. 


"Don't know why I tried to get into 


that building," says Parker laconically. 
"Good thing I didn't, I guess. Of 
course I didn't know there were so 
many of them. 
Those Texans will 


fight as long as they have the strength 
to whisper. We lost eight killed and 
two wounded out of 16. Remarkable 
percentage, wasn't it? But we took 
five lives for every one we lost" 


Incidentally, while governing seven 


provinces, General Young and his staff 
have to attend to the details of a bri- 
gade divided into small garrisons or 
columns which are widely apart and 
separated from the base of supplies. 
While Hare and Howse are chasing 
the rebels in the mountains he has not 
sufficient troops to post regularly ex- 
cept in a few of the largest towns. 


Small cavalry patrols go back and 


forth over the principal roads. Every 
day they bring in a few stray men 
with rifles who ha\^ accepted the in- 
evitable. 
They are questioned, their 


names and residences entered In a 
book, and then they are given their 
liberty. 
If they wanted work, they 


could find it in the provost marshal's 
street cleaning department, which is 
fast making Vigan a presentable town. 


His tlselens Half Dime. 


"It isn't safe to start out without a 


pocketful of pennies any more," re- 
marked a member of the house the 
other day. 
"Yet I can remember that 


when I came down into this section of 
the country In army blue in 1863 a 5 
cent piece was very small potatoes. 
We wore camped awhile out there In 
Virginia, and my headquarters were in 
the big plantation home. A son of the 
house and myself became good friends, 
although he was 5 and I nearly 35. One 
day in lieu of the candy which I bad 
forgotten to bring him from the near- 
by town I gave him a silver half dime. 
I had forgotten all about the Incident, 
when some two weeks later he came 
into my room and, opening his hand, 
held out to me on his little pink palm 
the silver piece I had given him. 
JHeah, Mr. Daptaln, you can have It 
back,' he said plaintively. 'It won't 
buy nuffln.' "—Washington Star.

TN ALASKAN WATERS. 


Experience* of tJie Crew of tlie Rev- 


enue Cutter Ntmivait. 


A report from Lieutenant Cantwell, 


the commauder of the little revenue 
cutter Nunivak, which went into com- 
mission last year to explore the inland 
waters of Alaska and to enforce law 
and order on the Yukon, has been re- 
ceived at the treasury department, 
says the Washington correspondent of 
the New York Sun. The Nunivak is 
wintering in the Call river, a branch 
of the Yukon, several hundred miles 
from St. Michael's, only a little south 
of the arctic circle. Lieutenant Cant- 
well's report is dated Dec. 20. The 
coal supply of the vessel was low as 
early as Dec. 1, but the crew of eight 
men were set at work chopping wood 
to keep the fires necessary to prevent 
them from freezing on the vessel. The 
wood had to be dragged a mile through 
the snow to the ship. Before Dec. 20 
most of the crew had becoms muti- 
nous, and it was only by the utmost 
force of personal authority that the 
j 


officers were able to keep them at 
work. 


The region around the Nunivak is 


uninhabited except by a few natives, 
and the only mail brought out this win- 
ter was by dog team down the Yukon-

throughout November and December. 
During the third week of December 
the mercury was 56 degrees below 
zero, and the commander of the vessel 
froze his face and hands badly. Wood 
chopping had to be suspended for a 
few days, and the fuel supply got dan- 
gerously low. The mercury in the en- 
gine room was 24 degrees, and even 
In the flreroom, where three cords of 
wood per day were being burned, the 
temperature was at freezing point. The 
last part of Lieutenant Cnntwell's re- 
port was written with a pen and thaw- 
ed Ink, for the reason that the rubber 
on the typewriter froze and made It 
Impossible to operate the machine.

Calm Exterior Changed by Sentence 


of Death. Tears Now Come- 


to His Ejes 


Archre Tviull, under sentence for the 


murder of Neville B. Lord, is now liv- 
ing in Dannemora prison in the hope 
of being free again by June, according 
to an interview reported from him. A 
stay of execution has bs&n 
granted, 


-i\hile the appeal is ::r-n: idered. 


Mull recently si:.! to Kuporintendent 


of State Prison C. V. Collins that in 
case of a new trial evidence may be 
given which will bring to light facts 
that might place others in the position 
he 
(Mul!) 
is 
now occupying. His 


buoyancy of spirit at times is due to 
the anticipation of his liberty by the 
arrival of June, for which month he 
looks forward to. The evidence in the 
trial which did most to convict him 
was that of the boy, Arthur Snyder, 
who swore that he saw the act. If in 
any ^ ay the story of Snyder could be 
proved incredible the future might ap- 
pear brighter to the prisoner. 


Since entering the prison Mull has 


retired early and does not arise until 
late in the morning. He rarely paces 
his cell, but enjoys a short exercise al- 
lowed all 
condemned 
persons. 
This 


consists of a half hour's liberty morn- 
ing and afternoon in the corridor, off 
of which are the cells for the con- 
demned. He reads to some extent and 
always has a fair appetite. Cigarettes 
are denied him and perhaps this is the 
greatest inconvenience which he suf- 
fers, as he is generally known to be an 
inveterate smoker. When in the Troy 
jail he consumed over one hundred 
boxes of cigarettes in two weeks. 


On occasions tears have come to his 


eyes and he has been obliged to make 
an effort to control his feelings. 
He 


dresses li*htly, owing to the warmth in 
the cells. He usually 
appears with 


slippers on. He has been visited cmce 
by his mother and her presence made 
him more cheerful. 


Troy's New Union Station 


A conference was held In Troy Satur- 


day between* Mayor Conway of Troy 
and representatves of the railroads, at 
which it was practically settled that 
the new union depot in Troy would be 
built within a short time. The depot 
will occupy the site of the present 
structure, and it is probable that a 
year will be necessary to build it. It 
will be of the "umbrella" type. It was 
at first proposed to elevate the tracks 
and abolish grade crossings in the city, 
but a study orf the situation haa con- 
vinced the railroad people that such an 
undertaking would be very expensive, 
as the railroads cut Troy practically 
in two.

PAPEa MILL BURNED 


Total Loss of Stockbridge Industry. 


Was in Financial Difficulty 


The paper mill of Charles E. Callen- 


der at Glendale in Stockbridge was 
tcrtally destroyed by fire Saturday 
night. The structure was a largre one, 
and the plant was valued at $75,000. 
It was used in, the manufacture of a 
grade of tissue papers. There is an 
uncertainty about the origin of the fire. 
Mr. Callender supposes the fire start- 
ed from a hot bearing:. The mill was 
insured for atoout $35,000. 
The lower 


part of the mill had been shut down 
a week, and it was planned to start it 
up with a full force this morning-. 


The mill was a 2%-story wooden 


structure, and was, built about 50 years 
agro. 


Mr. Callender has had financial diffi- 


culties of late, and about three weeks 
ago filed a petition in bankruptcy. The 
stock in the mill was being run out. A 
meeting! of the creditors is scheduled 
for the 20th at Pittsfield. It is thought 
that some arrangement will be made 
whereby the mill will be rebuilt and 
the fine water privilege utilized-

Palmer, North Adams, Lee, Lenox and 
Pittsfield. 
He was a man of large 


stature and commanding presence, and 
•« as known in his parishes as a kind- 
hearted, genial, Christian man. who 
endeared himself not only to his own 
people, but was held in hish reg-ard 
by all who knfew him. His acts of 
helpfulness were quiet, and he was 
noted for his many acts of charitv 
among the rioor. He was 4 close stu- 
dent and an interesting speaker. He 
was alsp well known, throughout the 
diocese and will be long- remembered, 
especially in. his efforts in behalf of 
education. 
The paitfehial school at 


North Adams was built while he was an 
assistant at St. France church, and 
wns the first of its class in Berkshire. 


He had lived to witness the rolden 


jubilee anniversary 
of St. 
Joseph's 


church, only two weeks ago, and to see 
the full fruition of his desires in rela- 
tion to educatanal advantages in con- 
nection 
with St. 
Joseph's 
parish. 


Some two years ago his health failed, 
and he took a trip to Florida, but re- 
turned only little improved. The de- 
cline has been gradual, for his strong 
physical natuie baffled disease for a 
long period, but it has been known for 
some time that the end was not far 
off. 


However, until the last he took a keen 
interest in the affairs of the parish, 
and directed them entirely and faith- 
fully from his sick chamber. He was 
unable to take anr rart in the golden 
jubilee anniversary celebration, 
but 


fully 
appreciated the 
loyalty with 


which his people entered into it. As a 
citizen Rev. Mr. Smith was highly re- 
spected by all his townspeople of all 
creeds. His illness had prevented his 
active participation in Hublic a,ffairs, 
although his quiet energy had been 
•ever productive of good results for the 
best interests of the community at 
large.
